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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Welker (US 6,076,139) teaches each MIC 310 
independently controlling access to its respective memory channel 202-208, and the portion portion of each MIC interfaces to multiple bus 
masters 12-220 through a "single bus 314" [Col. 7, Lines 27-32]. Col. 7, Lines 43-44 teaches "Each MIC 310 is coupled to the bus masters 
212-220 through a single address, data and control bus 314". to the single bus are attached a plurality of MIC or memory controllers. Col. 
1 1 , Lines 14-21 teaches a memory controller (system bridge 106, Fig. 1) coupled plurality of memory devices (RDRAM 210 of memory 
132, Fig. 2), the memory controller including at least one bus interface, a processor interface and a memory interface, said bus, processor 
and memory interfaces for communicating data between processors and/or input/output device and said memory devices. Starting from 
line 58 of Col. 8 to Col. 9, it is taught that each MIC has its own snoop controller generating one snoop request at a time, the MIC runs the 
memory access until completion and and waits for a snoop acknowledge. Welker calls for "a page hit detection controller which is nothing 
but a snoop controller that determines which cycles are accessing open pages of memory". It is unclear how a snoop controller would 
receive an acknowledge from itself. 
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
